Only five years ago a young and ambitious group of boys and girls invaded the halls of Virginia High School. 
Our nervousness was somewhat calmed by the helpful attitude of the faculty and we were relieved to know that we 
would be given exploratory courses to help us get acquainted with the subjects offered in high school. With Betty 
Garland as our president we stumbled through the sub-Freshman year with our spirits high.

We have chosen Lewis Gardner, as president, to lead us through the 
final year. We look around and we're very happy to see so many of our starting ones still with us. We are very 
fortunate in having lost only a few of our classmates to the armed services. 


This year we march through the halls with just a little more dignity and poise. The boys are glad to be re- 
lieved of the strenuous physical education which was so readily stepped up at the outbreak of the war. We are 
proud to see The Little Virginian, our school paper, which ceased a few years ago, being printed again under the 
direction of the Senior S.C.A. with Nancy Stant as the very capable editor. We go to the Junior-Senior Banquet 
this year just a little sorry we are guests. 


While here at Virginia High, we have learned to study in class, and at home, to hold offices, to work on com- 
mittees and assembly programs, thereby deriving a great deal of pleasure out of all of them. And so after the 
Senior play, Senior outing and graduation exercises we look to the war-torn future dubiously knowing that we shall 
never forget five of the most wonderful years of our life.

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Virginia High opened its 1944-45 football season with an aggressive Narrows eleven. 
Narrows made the winning score in the last two minutes of play when a Narrows back 
“knifed off’ tackle, reversed his field and out ran the Virginia secondary for 6 points. With 
only seconds remaining, Virginia received and carried the ball back to the Narrows 29-yard 
line only to be stopped by the clock. Virginia scored its touchdown midway in the third period, 
when Canter returned a punt 65 yards for 6 points. Final score: Narrows, 12; Virginia, 6. 


Playing in constant rain on a muddy, treacherous gridiron Virginia won its first game, 
6-0, against the well-balanced and extremely fast Buccaneers from Big Stone Gap. The Bucca- 
neers were dangerous throughout the game, but were unable to beat through the Virginia line 


with a scoring punch. 


Virginia, crippled by injuries from the two previous games, started the game against 
Erwin with six substitutes in the lineup. The only scoring break came in the third quarter when 
Erwin fumbled on its own 5-yard line and Virginia recovered the ball. On the first play 
Walling cracked through tackle for a touchdown. The game ended with Erwin 19, Virginia 6. 


A powerful Johnson City team defeated Virginia 39-7 in a hard fought game. Whicker 
scored the one touchdown on an intercepted pass. Gilley added the point. 


With both its offensive and defensive clicking, Virginia won its very first victory over 
William King on an Abingdon field. The final score was 13-0, both touchdowns being made 
from Whicker to Johnson. Gilley made the extra point by placement. 


Elizabethton, holders of the Big Five Championship, defeated Virginia 52-0. While we 
made 7 first downs to 9 for the opponents, the ‘Cyclones’ from Elizabethton did all the scor- 
ing. Our only threat was in the second quarter when Everett ran 55 yards to the opponents’ 
6-yard line. 


The city championship battle found Virginia with several regulars on the bench because 
of injuries. We made 10 first downs to 14 for Tennessee, but again we lacked the scoring 
punch. The game ended with Tennessee 40, Virginia 0. We placed three men, Walling, Young, 
and Johnson on the all-city team. 


The final game of the season was a second game with Erwin, the result of which was a 


24-0 victory for Erwin. 


A Half-Century of Athletics 


We find the following in an 1895 issue of ‘Step By Step,’’ published by the Collman Literary Society of Virginia 
High School: ‘Early in the fall the boys began playing what they called ‘Caddy.’ They used heavy sticks in the 
game, and Professor Sheppe, after watching it very carefully, found it to be very dangerous. Consequently, he 
saw that it was best to stop it, and suggested that they get a football. They began at once to make up the 
money for the purpose. But their interest began to lag, until Thanksgiving day, when they became enthusiastic 
over the game between St. Albans and University of Tennessee. On Friday after Thanksgiving they organized an 
athletic association and ordered a football at once. The ball arrived last week and they are now practicing at every 
opportunity.’ This was, no doubt, the first football the students ever had had. 


Since there was no Annual until 1916, we have no written records of athletic activities before that time, but we 
have heard various oral reports of such outstanding players as the Parrish, Cocke, Hines, Rutherford and Long 
brothers, along with “Dusty’’ Rhodes, Ben Frizzell and others. 


During our first half-century, we have had excellent teams, average teams, and just teams. Two of our mem- 
bers, Gene McEver and Beattie Feathers, made All-American while playing for University of Tennessee. At present 
they are coaching college football. MacCauley McEver, who excelled in athletics at V. H. S. is now head football 
coach at V. P. I., where, both as a student and an athlete, he made an enviable record. In fact, several of our 
graduates have chosen coaching as a vocation, and are having great success. 


Under the tutelage of such coaches as “'Sol’’ Parrish, Fred Reuning, the late ''Pedie” Jackson, '’Frosty’ Holt, ‘’Pid- 
ney’ Porterfield, Herman Baker, Chauncey DeVault, ‘'Tige’’ Harris, and ‘’Hal’’ Gruber, we have won our share of 
city, district and state titles in both football and basketball. 


Until the past ten years the girls played interscholastic basketball, and had some winning teams. Since the 
discontinuance of interscholastic competition, they have limited their play to intramural athletics, and a few practice 
games with the girls from Wallace, Tennessee High, and Virginia Intermont College.

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In 1900, the library consisted of two book cases. Mrs. Virginia Parrish supplemented the 
reading for her English classes by giving entertainments and plays, purchasing sets of clas- 
sics and fiction from the proceeds.

Virginia Parrish Library and Library Club 
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The first records of the Boys’ Hi-Y as an organization at Virginia High 
School comes from the 1921 Vircinian. That year Palmer Rutherford was 
president of the club that consisted of 40 members.

They are employed in office 
training, radio service, laundry, retail selling, machine shop, auto mechanics, stock clerk, op- 
tician, baking and cake decorating, weaving, and window decorating. These students are 
allowed to work in the afternoon on the job, while taking three classes at the High School in 
the morning and receiving two credits, one for related class work and one for successful 
training on the job.
